Heads to West, Feet to 


East, Old Burial Custom 


In all early Christian cemeteries in 


Great Britain and northern Europe the 
•rares were carefully orientated, the 
body being amost Invariably laid with 
the feet pointing toward the east This 
custom preTailed until a century or 
two ago. and is still widely obserred. 
Even in the family burying grounds 
on the colonial estate! of Maryland 
and Virginia the bodies usually lie 
•with the head to the west. The custom 
arose from medieral legends and pa- 
gan practices. Christ, according to the 
legend, was hnrled In the sepulcher 
with his head to the west Many sup- 
pose that Matthew 24:27 means that 
when Jesns comes in Judgment be will 
appear In the east That Terse readi: 
"For as the lightning cometh out of 
the east, and shlneth eren unto the 
west; so shall also the coming of the 
Son of Man be." Bodies, therefore, 
were buried with the feet toward the 
east to enable them on arising en the 
morning of resurrection to face the 


: east and to hnrry in that direction to 


meet the Lord, Because of this cos- 
torn, the east wind Is known in Wales 
a« "the wind of the dead man's feet." 
Orientation of the dead, howerer, !• 
older than Christianity. The pagan 
Franks placed their dead in the tombs 
with the feet to the east; and Walter 
Johnson, in "Byways in British Arche- 
ology," describes a cemetery at Char- 
raise dating back to the earliest iron 
age, in which all but two Or three of 
the more than serenty graves were so 
orientated that tie head lay to the 
west end.

French Leaving Their 


Farms for Life in City 


Paris.—French farmers are increas- 


ingly shaking the dust from their 
feet and polishing their shoe* In the 
city. 


The abandonment of the land, cher- 


ished by Its owners as nowhere else 
in the world, has begun to arouM 
grave concern in France. 


The value of land has sank here 


since 1913 30. 40 and 00 per cent, de- 
pending on whether it is vineyard, for- 
est or pasturage. Sale prices are 
based on what can be coaxed from the 
land In the way of revenue. This li 
so little that farmers no longer bay 
much and commerce Is feeling the ef- 
fect. 


Unable to make a Urine, farmer*, 


called often the "backbone of France," 
are abandoning the land. The rural 
population, which was 75 per cent of 
the whole 50 years ago, Is now only 
50 per cent of the total population. 


Since 1813, 1.465.000 acres have been 


taken out of" cultivation. In the last 
ten years, according to official figure*. 
8,000 farms hare been abandoned and 
are now no longer worked. 


Others are being worked by foreign- 


ers, mostly Italians. For military rea- 
sons, apparently, figures have not been 
made available since 1927, when for- 
eigners were working 324.000 acre* 
and vrere owners o! 150,000.

One of the "most 
amazing finds of the day was a flesh- 
colored fish which I observed at the 
2.500-foot level. IVe observed schools 
of rare lampanyctus, silver hatchet 
fish, and thousands o? tiny squid." 


The latest dive, at approilmately 


the same spot as the former record 
dive, was to 3.02S feet The bathy- 
sphere remained at that level for 
only five minutes—sufficient time, how- 
ever, to make possible Interesting 
scientific observations which were dic- 
tated by telephone to a stenographer 
on the barge from which the hearv 
ball was lowered. 


Doctor Beebe reported that the pres- 


sure at the maximum depth was more 
than 1,300 pounds to the square inch, 
but the bathysphere, used successfully 
on many previous deep-sea dives, 
showed no leakage. It took 2 hours 
«nd 46 minutes to make the dive, 2 
hours and 41 minutes of which were 
spent in descending and ascending. 
The American flag -tnd the Rag of the 
National Geographic society were 'car- 
ried on the cable above the sphere. 


Some r~i»h Carry Light*. 


As in the former dive, ush and other 


forms of undersea life, some recog- 
nized OB the previous -dive, and others 
that were new even to Doctor Beebe 
and Mr. Barton, Hashed Into their 
vision as they peered through the 
bathysphere windows. In this dark 
region, nature has provided many of 
Its creatures with lights which glitter 
around their bodies. Whether these 
lights are for Illumination for'the pur- 
pose of finding food or Mtractlnsr 
nates, is a problem which Doctor 
Beebe hopes to solve during his diT- 
ing expeditions. 


At 2.750 feet. Doctor Beebe glimpsed 


-an amazingly large fish" which was 
about 20 feet long. He said this Is 
probably the largest living thing ever 
seen In the deep sea. The movements 
of the huge mass of flesh, he reported, 
could be followed In the blackness by 
the iumlnescence of the thousands o"f 
small creatures it disturbed. Fishes 
and other creatures in the zone near 
the half-mile depth, the naturalist be- 
lieves, are larger, more numerous, 
and more brightly illuminated, than in 
the shallower regions. 


The bathysphere, which bears the 


name of the National Geographic so- 
ciety and the New York Zoological so- 
ciety. Is a steel ball 4'--, feet ia diam- 
eter, with a shell 114 Inches thick. It 
is too small to permit the two explor- 
ers to stand erect. Despite their close 
quarters, they were able to take pho- 
tographs, and operate searchlights and 
motion picture cameras. Also Inside 
the bathysphere was apparatus for 
purifying the air.
